TIME  OF  PLANTING — So  many  ask  the  question  when  bulbs  should  be  planted  to  get  the  best 
results.  Daffodils,  Narcissus,  Iris,  Baby  Gladiolus,  Hyacinths,  Harebells,  Ixias,  Sparaxis,  Callas, 
Mariposa  Lilies,  Oxalis,  Ranunculus  and  Tulips  should  be  planted  from  October  on,  the  sooner  they 
are  in  the  ground  the  better  results  they  will  give.  Any  of  the  above  planted  after  January  may  bloom, 
but  the  flowers  the  first  year  will  usually  be  poor  and  deformed  with  short  stems. 

Amaryllis  and  Yellow  Callas  are  best  set  in  March  or  April.  Alstroemeria  from  pots  or  cans  can  be 
planted  any  time,  although  December  to  March  is  best.  Begonias — see  instructions  on  page  2. 
Freesias  should  be  planted  during  August  or  September,  not  later  for  good  results.  Gladiolus  any 
month  when  stock  is  obtainable.  Gloxinias — same  as  Begonias.  Japanese  lilies  from  October  to 
December,  the  earlier  the  better.  Tigridias  and  Watsonias  February  and  March. 

A  general  rule  regarding  soil  will  cover  almost  any  variety  of  bulb.  Have  your  bed  well  drained 
to  prevent  the  drowning  out  of  the  bulbs.  A  good  porous  loam  to  which  has  been  added  a  liberal 
application  of  fertilizer,  preferably  old  animal  manure.  This  should  be  well  incorporated.  Be  sure 
that  fresh  or  chunky  manure  does  not  touch  your  Tulips,  Iris,  Lily  or  Freesia  bulbs.
